On the 21st December, 1920, Mr. Hudson found this species abundant 
at Gollan’s Valley, Wellington, in company with H armologa achrosta Meyr 
and observed that all examples of cmphancs were ? and all achroxta anc 
also took a pair in cop . ; he therefore concluded that these forms are sexes 
of the same species, and this is undoubtedly correct, being borne out ) 
examination of the series in his collection. The two forms are so different 
in appearance that 1 should not have suspected their identity, ne\er aving 
met with them alive myself. This discovery further called my attention 
to the fact that the genus H armologa, originally based on a fe\* species, 
has now through considerable accretions become heterogeneous and requires 
subdivision, i therefore reclassify this group of species as under :

Belongs to group of Orthenches , from which genus it differs by terminal 
joint of labial palpi shorter than second, absence of maxillary palpi, and 
costal termination of vein 7 of forewings. This interesting form suggests 
some affinity with Depressaria and Cryptolechia, and may indicate the origin 

of the Oeeophoridae from the Plutellidae, in which case it would be of high 
phylogenetic importance.
